Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  G-entleiacn: 

I have  the,,  honour  to  submit  hcrevjith  my  .iUinual  xveport  on  the  x-ealth 
of  Eastbourne  for  the  year  1944. 

This  xu'port,  the  fifty  third  in  the  series,  is  the  sixth  vjhich  1 have 
been  privileged  to  submit.  Cine:  1039  these  reports,  on  the  instructions  of 
the  Ministry  of  health,  ha\/c  boon  presented  to  you  annuclly  in  typescriDt  and 
in  abridged  form,  and  have  dealt  only  t;ith  essential  end  urgent  matters' 
effecting  the  lublic  j-melth  of  .eastbournc,  xioiA;  that  peace  has  once  ag,airi 
returned  to  this  xMar-veary  world  it  is  ..oped  that  it  will  be  possible  nwit  year 
oo  present  a mor.,  coLipie. hoiisive  report  soiiiexmiat  on  tno  lines  of  the  reports  of 
pre-?i’cr  years. 


it  is  indeed  ixruly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  write  for  tne  sixth  time 
during  this  global  cctf..st.rophe , with  its  inevitable  privations  to  men,  women 
and  cnildrcn,  that  the  health  of  our  people  has  continued  to  be  c^ooa.  In  niy 
Report  for  the  year  1943  I mentioned  that  many  people  wore  then  beginning  to 
show  signs  of  strain  iviu  tirediiess;  more  people  Lave  unquestionably  fallen 
victims  to  this  discbiliay  but  wjith  mental  and  pl.ysical  r^st  the  great  majority 
of  such  persons  will  quicl-cly  regain  tneir  strength  and  vigour. 

It  is  novj  permissible  to  again  publish  populetion  figures.  The 
Registrar-C-eneral' s estimate  of  our  civilian  population  at  tne  middle  of  the 
year  vjr.s  27,980  - it  will  be  remembered  that  tho  corresponding  fi(_ure  for  1958 

was  56,770.  The  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  populatioi-  was  18.94  but 

because  of  the  groat  ^nd  varying  movement  of  local  populations  up  and  down  tne 

country  and  the  uneven  iricidcnce  of  civilian  war  deeths  it  ..as  not  been  found 

possible  to  secure  comparability  between  local  death  rates  by  the  use  of  ^real 
Comparability  factors. 

Notification  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  the  .number  of  522  were 
received  as  compared  with  247  in  tlio  previous  year.  The  increase  voas  mainly 
due  to  a small  outbroa.k  of  wh-^oping  cough.  Measles  appeared  for  the  second 
year  in  succession  and  erses  occurred  throughout  the  summer  moiiths.  Tufexe  was 
no  GvidcncG  that  war  conditions  had  any  effect  on  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease.  A number  of  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with  dangerous  infectious 
disease,  usually  in  ships  or  aircraft  returning  from  abroad  to  this  country, 
arrived  in  Eastbourne  furoughout  the  yoar.  They  vjere  all  visited  and  followed 
up  by  members  of  the  staff.  3ixty-four  Eastbourne  and  26  cases  from  the  area 
of  the  Hailsham  Rural  District  Council  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  end  in 
view  of  the  very  great  difficulties  again  experienced  in  obtaining  nursing 
staff  it  was  indeed  fortunate  that  the  demand  for  fever  beds  was  not  greater. 

For  the  first  time  Diphtheria  did  not  appear  in  the  Register  of 
Civilian  Notifications,  The  Liimunisation  Campaign  carried  cn  stea-hily,  for 
the  most  part  by  personal  approach,  resulted  in  some  three  hundred  children 
receiving  the  necessary  protection.  The  absence  of  a deadly  disease  like 
Diphtheria  from  a community  saves  lives  and  much  suffering  end  subsequent  ill- 
health  and  disability:  looking  at  tne  matt^.r  from  an  economic  angle  its 

absence  saves  the  rat e paq.n-rs  t.m  cost  of  stafi  , food,  accomraodetion,  and  the 
many  other  facilities  necussary  for  the  nursing  of  victims  of  such  a diseast.. 

In  October,  a resident  Care-taker  was  s.ppointed  at  i-ice  cie  t/illa.  Jn 
addition  to  looking  after  the  Clinic  portions  of  the  builaine,  she  keeps  in 
readiness  tveo  rooms,  containing  four  bods,  for  tuo  reception,  vcheu  required,  of' 
contacts  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Unlike  infectious  disease,  the  incidence  or  tna.t  tiresome  contagious 
disease.  Scabies,  aocs  undoubtedly  appeer  to  be  aiiccted  by  war-time  conditions 
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Verainous  conditions  were  found  in  some  110  frailics.  mpert  from  tie 
cast-s  of  six  adults  tiicsa  iixfcstrtioxs  wars  for  the  most  port  discovered  im 
children  of  schoox  age.  Tne  rxcclth  visitors  employed  by  this  x.>uthority  are 
also  School  hurses,  end  infestations  ere  usually  discovered  at  routine  term 
examinations  of  heads.  i^dvontege  vvas  taken  of  horae  visiting  to  deal  with  the 
prc-school  child,  and  more  particularly  in  cases  v/here-  children  of  school  age 
in  the  same  family  were  knovjn  to  be  infested. 


..attendances  to  tiio  nuraber  of  947  were  made  by  271  persons,  Service  as 
well  as  Civilians,  at  the  V'encreel  Diseases  Clinic.  Sixty-eight  cases  of 
Syphilis  end  60  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  were  dealt  with.  Sorex  123  of  tne  persons 
who  attended  were  found  to  be  not  suffering  from  'venereal  Disease.  Ine 
statistics  for  tnis  Clippie  generally  show  no  significant  change  comnared  with 
those  for  the  previous  year.  The  Social  work,  so  vital  to  the  success  of  a 
Venereal  Diseases  Scheme,  was  again  successfully  carried  on  by  the  senior  ■^■^ealth 
Visitor.  Regulation  35B  continued  in  operation;  no  formal  action  was  taleen 
under  it,  but  its  machinery  enabled  the  Staff  to  bring  sorae  half  a dozen  ols-^s 
under  early  treatment. 


Seventy-two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  vvere  notified  and  of  that  number  28 
pulmonary  and  22  non-pulmonary  were  new  cases  notified  to  a local  ^.uthority  for 
the  first  tine.  Vc  continued  to  make  full  and  free  use  of  the  X-ray 
facilities  provided  at  ot.  nary's  hospital.  *.11  nov;  or  suspected  cases  viere 
1-xa.yed  end  rc-X-Rayect  as  often  as  required.  -Every  encouragement  was  given  to 
contacts  of  all  egos  to  a.ttond  for  bot'n  X-ln.ay  and  ClinicEl  examinations  end  on 
the  whole  the  response  was  gratifying.  The  difficulties  experienced  in  recent 
years  in  securing  suitable  institutional  accommodation  were  not  less  then  in 
1943  but  they  vicrc  ultimately  overcoiac.  trithout  some  accomnodation  of  our  own 
I fear  the  position  would  have  ,bcc-n  serious.  In  this  conr^ection  I am  happy  to 
be  now  able  to  state  that  the  Gildrcdge  iiospital  was  re-opened  lest  month; 
despite  nearly  five  years  of  disuse  the  buildings  are  still  sound,  now  in  good 
decorative  state  and  the  patients  ere  very  happy  tiit^rc.  The  agreement 
recently  made  with  the  -U£st  Sussex  County  Council  whereby  we  can  at  any  time 
exchange  up  to  four  patients  of  a typo  suitable  for  treatment  at  Da-.ivell  nell 
Sanatorium  will  be  helpful  to  both  *»uthcritics. 


No  difficulties  were'  experienced  in  the  administration  of  the 
Goverrmient  Scheme  for  the  granting  of  allowances  to  tuberculous  persons  and 
their  depcndci'ts,  in  cases  where  a person  had  to  give  up  remunerative-  work  in 
order  to  undertake  tr.'.atmont  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  bnder  this  Seneme 
allovjances  to  the  amount  of  £.661  w'cre  paid  in  eleven  cascs  (eignt  men  and 
three  vjomen)  . This  Scheme,  despite  its  limitation  to  early  pulmonary  cases, 
is  a vjclcone  advance-  and  addition  to  our  'Tuberculosis  holfare  Service. 


TWenty-one  persons  died  of  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system, 
and  five  frcia  other,  forms  of  the  disease. 

Ca.-cer  continues  to  be  one  of  t^e  great  killing  diseases;  it  claimed 
95  Trstbourne  people  as  its  victims  in  the  year  under  revievn  It  is  sometimes 
said,  scmcvuict  t..oughtlessly  I fear,  that  people  must  ultimately  die  from  some 
cause.  D perus"!  of  the  statistics  vmll  indicate  that  a nmabor  of  relatively 
young  or  middla  -'ged  persons  die  from  malignant  disease  ana  de-c.tn  at  ar^y  age 
from  Cancer  is  an  end  to  be  ■''voided.  It  is  indeed  one  of  the  unfortunate 
results  of  the  vrr  th^t  the  introduction  of  schemes  as  orifiinally  encouraged 
by  the  Cancer  ..-ct,  1939  could  .-ot  be  proccx^dod  with  up  and  down  the  country. 

Our  own  Dcha.i.--  , theugli  only  an  Interim  o'nt  , has  provided  Cv^rtcin  importai'xt 
facilities  in  cen.'-e. ctier.  vuth  diagnosis  and  treatment;  ux.der  this  Schexme 
seven  patients  v;crc  sci;t  to  the  Westminster  fiospita.l. 


Tile  birth  rate  figures  again  show  an  increase;  the  rate  p ex  fhmtsmmli 
for  live  births  being  17.45  as  against  15.19  in  1943.  Eleven  cnildren  under 
one  year  of  age  died  as  comx^arGd  with  13  in  1243.  One  laother  died  on  the  day 
of  her  confinement  from  toxaemia  of  pregnancy.  Ihe  Emergency  maternity  Unit 
at  uit.  Mary’s  iiospital  continued  to  receive  abnormal  cases  and  62  confinements 
took  place  there.  Some  153  women  took  advantage  of  the  excellent  facilities 
provided  by  the  Government  Evacuation  bchenio  and  vmre  confined  in  eiomes  in  the 
arte  of  the  Uurrey  County  Council.  The  officers  of  tnat  Authority  again 
co-operatod  to  the  full  with  the  staff  of  this  Eepartnent  vjith  the  result  that 
the  Scheme  continued  to  function  most  satisfactorily. 

The  two  full-l.ime  Domiciliary  Midwives  attended  loc  cas-s.  Qur  one 
home -help  who  was  employed  full-time,  letsigncd  in  October  and  all  c-iiorts  to 
find  somebody  to  replace  her  -were  una- vailing:  it  v;as  found  to  b.  quite 
impossible  to  secure  even  the  services  of  one  or  mor'^  persons  on  a part-time 
basis.  The  lack  of  Eome-Helps  is  a great  shortcoming  in  a Domiciliary 
ivUdwifery  Service:  this  is  particularly  apparent  in  vjar  time  when  the  help  so 
often  in  normal  times  pi'ovidod  by  rela.tives,  neighbours  or  friends  is  not  for 
many  reasons  forthcoming.  One  of  the  results  is  a greexer  d-c-raend  for 
institutional  confincm.' nt  - also  for,  what  is  perhaps  even  more  difficult  to 
provide,  temporary  residG/atial  accommodation  for  children  of  varyine,  ages. 

The  need  for  : Domestic  kelp  -service  a.lso  became  acute  throughout  the 
year  in  connection  vvith  the  occurrence  of  Influenza  and  other  illness  in 
families.  On  rcci;.ipt  of  Ministry  of  mcalth  Circular  179  further  efforts  vmrt, 
made  to  obtain  a panel  of  workers,  either  whole  or  part-time:  here  again  our 
efforts,  wore  entirely  unsuccc-essful. 

The  circumstance,?  of  47  uiiiaarriLd  mothers  wnre  investigated:  the 
number  dealt  with  in  1244  was  62.  As  in  former  years  the  Department  co- 
operated fully  with  the  Local  Welfare  Uorkcr  of  the  Chichester  Moral  Diocesan 
Association  with  the  result  that  consideraible  help  was  given  to  the  many  cases 
requiring  it.  The  Scheme  for  the  payment  by  the  hocal  iiuthority  of  Boarding- 
Out  Allovjances  direct  to  the  Foster-Mother  was  helpful  in  the  placing  of 
illegitimate  children  hut ' the  number  of  persons  wlllin.g  to  take  such  children 
was  again  very  limited. 

Infant  Wclffre  Centres  v)ere  hold  weekly  throughout  the  whole  year  at 
Hampden  T'ark  Hall,  at  ^icacia  Villa,  357,  Pea, side,  and  at  St.  Elisabeth's  Church 
Hall.  The  attendances  at  the  latter  centre,  in  the  populous  Old  Town  area, 
clearly  indicate  that  there  is  ample  justification  for  its  continuance  in 
times  of  peace. 

It  is  to  be  .regretted  that  a further  marked  decline  in  breast  feeding 
was  noted  and  this  happened  in  many  cases  in  the  first  four  weeks.  Lstional 
Dried  Milk  continued  to  be  a.  popular  substitute  and  appeared  to  suit  most 
babies.  The  various  irovernment  Vitamin  preparations,  so  readily  available  at 
Welfare  Centres  as  well  as  the  Food  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  were  not  used  to 
the  extent  one  would  wish:  the  expectant  mother  in  particular,  being  slow  to 

take  the  products  provided. 

The  conter.ts  of  the  Ministry  of  Health's  circular  on  premature  infants 
vrere  carefully  noted  and  the  Hotification  of  Birth  form  was  altered  to  provide 
for  particulars  of  any  such  infvonts.  Hie  Death  Hstuin,o  sho?i  pi-einaturity  as 
being  the  cause  of  the  deaths  of  two  infants.  One  of  these  babies  died  on  the 
day  of  its  birth;  the  confinement  took  place  at  home  and  a private  doctor  had 
charge  of  the  case:.  Tiie  second  inient  died  also  on  tht;  day  of  its  birth,  in 
St.  Mary's  Hospital,  vhero  the  -lother  had  been  admitted  for  toxaemia  of 
pregnancy  end  eclamptic  fits.  In  the  pr^^sent  transitional  stage  it  would  not 
appear  to  be  possible  to  provide  fully  for  the  vai’ious  recommend  actions 
contained  in  the  Circular  but  they  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

Miss  Macintosh,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  nome,  was  recalled  from 
Service  with  anotht-r  Authority  in  November  to  prepare  for  the  re-opening  of  the 
Home  at  9,  Upperton  Hoad.  Many  difficulties  had  to  be  overcome,  more 
especially  in  regard  to  staff.  The  li-O-me  eventually  re-opened  for  t'ce 
reception  of  cases  on  ..larch  7th.  of  this  year  and  since  tnen  lies  functioned  to 
capacity. 


The  Council's  Residential  Nursery,  evscuf.ted  to  Brood  Ock,  J-J-eothfield 
?icv5f> H-d , because  of  the  Hying  Bomb  menoce  to  be  ovocucted  to  Yorkshire  on  July 

18th,  During  the  Nursery’ s sojourn  there  the  A'est  Ridin;5  Council  Council  end 
their  officers  did  e.ll  in  their  power  to  me.ke  both  the  children  end  the  ste.ff 
comfortable  end  hsppy.  The  Nursery  returned  to  Brood  Ook  on  November  9th. 

Of  the  many  varied  and  urgent  probleras  with  which  Local  ^luthorities 
are  confronted,  the  speedy  provision  of  houses  presents  the  greatest  difficulty 
of  all.  There  is  agreement  on  all  sides  that  a family  should  have  a decent 
home  of  its  own  and  the  will  to  carry  this  dogxae  into  effect  is  wide-spread. 

In  the  difficult  circumstances  prevailing  this  i+uthority  has  done  and  is  doing 
everything  in  its  power  to  expedite  the  provision  of  houses.  Since  my  last 
report  the  number  of  applications  for  houses  has  daily  increased  and  the  total 
on  the  waiting  list  at  tne  time  of  writing  has  reach;,.d  the  figure  of  1,264. 

The  more  speedy  release  of  men  from  E.i.x.iorces , now  that  the  war  in  the  Bar 
Last  is  over,  should  undoubtedly  help  to  expedite  the  provision  of  houses,  but 
some  degree  of  overcrov’ding  and  a general  loviering  of  standards  of  living 
accommodation  would  appear  to  be  inevitable  for  some  time  to  come. 

Details  regarding  the  housing  situation  will  be  found  in  the  body  of 
the  Report.  Provision  of  alternative  sccomnodat ion  for  persons  who  will  in 

due  course  be  displaced  from  individual  unfit  houses  end  under  Clearance  nrca 
Programmes  will  no  doubt  bo  considered  at  the  first  possible  opportunity. 
Meanwhile  the  proposed  provision  would  appear  to  be  reasonable. 

The  three  voluntary  hospitals  and  our  own  Mary' s continued  to 
function  in  the  Government's  Emergency  Lospital  Scheme,  end  despite  the 
difficulties  experienced  in  obtaining  nursing  as  well  as  domestic  staff,  they 
were  at  all  times  ready  to  deal  with  any  demands  made  on  them. 

With  the  prospect  of  peace,  at  least  in  Europe,  in  sight  and 
following  the  issue  of  the  Governnent' s WTaite  Paper  ”i-;i  Rational  xaealth  Service'* 
some  thought  was  given  to  the  future  hospital  requirements  for  Lastbourne. 

The  Council  in  DecmTibcr  decided  that  ot.  Mary's  riospital  should  be 
"appropriated”;  when  this  takes  effect  the  hospital  vail  be  administered  under 
the  Public  health  ^^cts  and  not  under  Poor  Lew  machinery  as  heretofore.  Ln 
essential  preliminary  however  to  "appropriation"  is  the  provision  of  a separate 
old  peoples  hostel.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in  pre-war  days  these  old 
people,  who  in  the.  main  only  required  shelter,  iood  and  clothing,  were  housed 
in  the  "Institution"  part  of  St.  Mary’s.  Ttiis  latter  building  is  very  old  in 
structure  and  design  and  did  not  provide  what  is  novjadays  considered  to  be 
roasonablo  accommodation  for  persons  in  the  eventide  ox  their  lives,  .active 
steps  are  being  taken  to  secure'  at,  it  is  hoped,  an  early  date,  suitable 
premises  avmy  from  th^  hosTiitaJ.. 

Other  sections  of  3t.  Mary’s  as  v.’cll  as  the  "Institution"  can  only  be 
described  as  worn  out  and  ripe  for  demolition  and  1 feel  very  careful 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  vihole  question  of  the  future  of  tnis  site. 
The  possibility  of  providing  the  necessary  accommodation  on  a short-term  policy 
by  the  provision  of  temporary  buildings  has  been  consid^nsd  and  will  probably 
provide  the  solution  to  the  immediate  difficulties.  The  question  of 
ultimately  building  on  another  site  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough  is  some- 
thing Vvhich  I consider  to  merit  serious  consideration. 

The  Joint  Hospitals  Consultative  Coimnittee  met  once  during  the  year; 
with  the  provision  of  odoquate  up-to-date  hospital  accommodation  very  much  in 
the  minds  of  ell  at  the  present  time  the  deliberations  of  this  Committee  should 
be  of  very  great  value  in  helping  to  arrive  at  the  nospital  requirements  of 
the  Borough  and  hovj  and  vdiere  they  can  best  be  provided. 

oomo  considorr tier,  has  also  been  given  to  the  banatoriumi  Buildings. 

The  most  urgent  requirement  is  modem  cubicle  block  acco.miaodation  end  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  at  an  ecrly  date  be  possible  to  convert  two  of  the  existing 
pavilions.  Tlic-  relatively  small  expenditure  involved  will  quickly  be 
recovered  by  the  resultant  saving  i.r;.  staff  salaries,  wages  end  the 'other  costs 
so  frequently  incurred  by  ha'viiig  to  open  and  staff  large  ward  units  for  a very 
fev;  cases  of  a particular  disease. 
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Sr.mplcs  of  the  public  water  supply,  uixtreated  vs  well  as  treated, 
wore  token  at  regular  intervals  for  chemical  and  bactcriolo^^icel  examination. 
Reports  by  three  different  ^.uialysts  throughout  the  year  were  olweys 
satisfactory  and  confiria  that  Eastbourne’s  water  supply  continues  to  possess 
both  bacteriological  and  chtuaice.l  purity  to  a high  dc>gree  and  tnat  it  is  of 
unquestionable  safety  for  a public  supply:  quantitatively  the  supply  was 
entirely  adequate. 

ho  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified.  The  co-oper^^tion  of  traders 
in  regard  to  unsound  food,  or  food  suspected  of  being  unsound,  was  elvoa-.ys 
forthcoming  arid  the  ciuestion  of  having  to  seize  food  forraally  did  not  arise. 

Close  on  nin'..ty  per  cent  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  korough  wa.s 
’’Pasteurised”.  This  increasing  consirniption  by  the  public  of  properly  heat- 
treated  milk,  is  something  wc  workers  in  Preventive  -“Odicine,  greatly  welcome. 
Out  of  the  fifty  odd  samples  from  raw  milk  sold  in  the  norough  ex: mined  for 
tuberculosis  living  tubercle  Bacilli  werv.  found  i.:.-  tnime. 

The  Staff  of  tha;  Department,  shorthai.ded  and  working  under 
difficulties  no  less  than  in  the  previous  wair  years,  at  all  times  willingly 
responded  to  the  m^eiy  demands  made  on  them  and  I take  this  opportui-ity  of 
expressing  eiy  gratitude  to  overy  member. 

To  you,  .ulr.  Linyor,  and  to  the  Chaimrian  and  idemberc,  of  the  sanitary  and 
Public  iicalth  Committee,  1 express  my  indebtedness  for  youi'  continued 
encouregement  emd  help  throughout  another  difficult  year.

During  the  war  years  many  Arisits  vjerc  made  in  coniiection  vjith  those 
t^iUer^ency  Public  j-o-oaltn  ^orA/ices  xor  which  the  ItOcal  .'iUthority  hau  to  oo.- 
prepared. 

In  addition  to  carrying  out  certain  regular  Civil  Defence  duties  each 
of  the  Inspectors  undertook  their  share  in  the  preparations  for  decontaaination 
of  food  stuffs,  including  the  training  of  the  personnel. 

Shortage  of  la.bour  coupled  with  war  dmiage  again  AUEdc  the  work  of 
keeping  houses  in  all  respects  fit  c.n  extremely  difficult  tasic^  but  with  tne 
co-operation  of  owners  and  builders  no  serious  defects  A:ere  left  unattended  for 
longer  than  was  absolutoly  essential. 

Basement  Bakehouses,  required  by  the  Pactories  »ct,  1937,  the  condition  of 
the  5 Basement  Bakehouses,  to  which  Certificates  of  Suitability  continued  to 
= PPly»  were  tho  subject  of  consideration  by  the  Council.  ilotices  that  the 
Certificate  of  Suitability  vjould  continue  to  apply  vjere  given  in  respect  of  2 
premises.  The  reitit-.ining  3 had  been  out  of  use  for  a period  of  more  than 
twelve  months  and  cannot  therefore  be  used  as  bakehouses  in  the  future. 

Shops.  Acts.  No  formal  action  was  necessary  in  connection  with  the  requirements 
of  Section  10  of  tho  Shops  , 1934,  which  provides  for  tne  health  and  comforr 
of  shop  workers,  As  a A/je.r-time  measure  t.he  Sanitary  I..spectors  continued  to 
carry  out  the  duties  of  Inspectors  under  the  Shops  i>ot£  with  respect  to  the 
closing  of  shops,  employmont  of  young  persons,  vjeekly  half-holiday,  etc. 

Public  Baths,  (a)  Swimming  r.;:tlis.  Ovijing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  end  to 
conserve  fuel  only  the  sirKAllcr  of  tlio  two  swiimuing  baths  at  the  Stvonshire  Baths 
was  open  to  the  public.  This  is  a sea  water  bath,  chlorinated  and  filter^-d  on 
a continuous  turn  over  3ystG,m.  Frequent  checks  were  raexle  for  the  free  chlorine 
content  which  was  on  an  averc,ge  maintained  at  0.3  parts  per  million. 
Bacteriological  reports  showed  that  the  water  was  in  good  condition  as  a 
swimming  bath  water. 

(b)  Slipper  Baths.  The  Seaside  Baths  provide  slipper  accommo- 
dation for  15  men  and  15  women.  Tho  number  using  these  baths  were  72,509 
(52,462  in  1943  and  56,075  in  1942).  The  acconFiiodation  at  the  Old  Town  Baths 
provides  for  12  males  eud  3 females  and  viaa  used  by  21,7o6  (13,510  in  1943  and 
18,869  in  1942). 

Public  Air  Reid  Shelters.  From  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  mid-June  very  little 
use  vies  made  of  the  shelters  by  the  public  and  at  night  only  two  were  habitue lly 
used  for  sleeping  by  an  average  of  13  perso.rj.s.  The  advent  of  the  V.l  made  the 
shelters  more  popular  both  by  day  end  night  and  for  about  three  months  six 
shelters  7Kre  occupied  by  a total  of  about  50  persons  per  night.  With  the 
cessation  of  the  flying  bomb  the  number  of  night  sleepers  gradually  reduced  to 
a total  of  about  ten  per  night.  G-enerolly  speaking  shelters  were  maintained 
in  a satisfactory  cendition,  and  only  a very  few  complaints  were  received.

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The  above  quantities  are  the  total  aiaourits  of  each  item  of  food  dealt 
with.  In  most  cases  the  amount  for  inspection  at  each  visit  was  small  and 
the  number  of  such  visits  considerable.  Tho  rationing  of  foods  has  resulted 
in  more  vjork  for  the  Inspectors  as  retcilers-  require  certificates  in  order  to 
obtain  replacoments,  points  credits,  etc. 

Much  damage  to  tins,  bottles  and  jars  is  due,  in  the  main,  to  the 
light  construction  of  packages  and  outer  cases  due  to  tue  shortage  of 
materials.  One  presumes  that  until  supplies  of  th..se  materials  improve  much 
food  will  continue  to  be  lost  through  damage  in  transit. 

In  the  case  of-  food  stuff  salvaged  from  premises  damaged  by  enemy 
action  a high  proportion  vies  found  to  be  fit  for  consijmptis^n  and  v;here  it  was 
not  fit  for  immediate  retail  sale  the  co-operation  of  tho  Ministry  of  Food 
Salvage  Officers  again  resulted  in  much  of  tho  food  being  returned  for 
re-processing  or  di.sp^;sal  of  for  animal  feeding.

The  deduction  of  this  figure  leaves  764  applicants  to  be  satisfied 
against  vjhich  the  five  year  programme  outlined  below  provides  for  686  dwellings 
It  must,  hovjever,  bo  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  still  a number  of  working 
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cisss  ho.uses  in  tb.Q  Borough  in  need  of  repair  before  they  can  be  re^coupied 
and  doubtless  these  will  accommodate  a proportion  of  the  764  applicants  above- 
mentioned. 

Experience  has  shown  in  the  past  that  normally  one  third  of  the 
waiting  list  can  be  Ignored  on  account  of  removals,  applicants  obtaining 
accommodation  privately,  etc.,  but  against  this  factor  raust  be  set  the  fact  that 
the  number  of  applications  recorded  increases  daily,  a fact  Vi?hich  would  appear 
to  balance  the  wastage.

INEECTIQITS  DISUSES. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty  two  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in 
civilians  were  notified  to  the  Department  as  compared  with  S47  in  1943,  end  133 
in  1942.  There  were  61  admissions  of  civilian  cases  resident  in  the  Borough 
to  the  Sanatorium.  (65  in  1943  end  63  in  1942). 

Scarlet  Fever.  Fifty  cases  were  notified,  of  whom  9 were  adults,  12  pre-school 
children  and  29  children  of  school  age.  In  one  instance  five  cases  were 
admitted  from  one  family,  three  from  another  and  in  two  instances  two  cases 
from  the  same  family.  Twenty  seven  cases  were  admitted  to  our  own  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  and  owing  to  staffing  difficulties,  arrangements  were  made 
vi/ith  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Isolation  Hospital  to  receive  20  of  our  casesj  three 
cases  vjcre  treated  at  home.  The  classification  of  the  27  cases  admitted  to  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  was  as  follows:-  19  mild,  7 average  and  1 of  the 
severe  type.

Regulation  35B..  During  the  year  eleven  **lst‘’  notifications  were  received  in 
respect  of  females,  six  of  whom  attended  for  treatment,  one  refused  treatment, 
one  was  untraceable,  end  three  were  unidentifiable  as  descriptions  only  and  not 
names  were  given.  One  case  in  which  three  notifications  had  been  leceived  was 
transferred  from  another  area  and  underwent  treatment  at  the  Centre. 

Pathological  Work.  One  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  seven  specimens  in 
connection  vjith  venereal  disease  were  examined  at  the  Princess  Alice  Memorial 
hospital  Laboratory  by  Dr.  A.C.bhera,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  the  Von-oreel 
Diseases  Clinic.

A^mbulanco  Depots  wero  thi’oughout  the  year  maintained  at  Torfield  Court, 

3t.  Annas  Road,  at  Hampden  •‘•"ark  hall  and  at  the  Presbyterian  Church  Hall,  Wish  Road 

The  Torfield  Court  Depot  provided  a tvjenty-four  hour  Service  being  manned 
in  the  dey  time  by  whole-time  personnel  and  at  night  by  part-time  personnel,  fhe 
Depots  at  jiampden  Park  and  wish  Road  alternated  for  night  stand-by  duty,  but  both 
Depots  v;ere  always  prepared  to  turn  out  at  any  hour  of  day  or  night  on  enemy 
action. 

The  itvenue  iiouso  Clinic  and  3^.  Mary’ s Hospital  First  nid  ■^■'osrs  were  always 


ready  for  the  reception  of  casualties.  The  few  whole-time  members  of  this 
Service  were  based  at  the  hvenut  House  Post,  where  in  addition  to  the  fixed 
post  a Mobile  Post  end  two  Light  Mobile  Units  were  at  all  times  ready  to 
function. 

The  First  ^Md  Point  at  Hampden  Perk  was  staffed  by  part-time  volunteers. 

In  addition  to  the  Gas  Cleansing  Units  at  the  two  First  j-Md  posts, 
facilities  were  maintained  for  the  public  at  the  High  School,  Eldon  Koa.d,  and 
at  the  Destructor  Works,  Pioselands  jivenue.  By  arrangement  with  H.M. S. 
Marlborough  facilities  for  both  men  and  women  were  also  available  at  four 
Centres  in  the  Meads  area. 

The  Food  Decontamination  Centre  at  the  Gildredge  Hospital  was  Viell 
equipped  end  ready  to  function.

BLIND  PERSONS. 


There  were  88  blind  persons  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1943.  Of 
these  ten  died  in  1944  and  two,  who  on  re-examination,  were  found  to  be  no 
longer  certifiable  as  Blind  Persons,  vjere  removed  from  tne  register.  Of  the 
six  persons  certified  in  the  year  under  review  one  died  end  the  number 
remaining  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  vies  81,  viz,  34  men  and  47 
women, 

Dv-'micillary  assistance,  to  the  araount  of  £,1384,  5.  5.  was  afforded  to 
44  Blind  Persons  during  the  year  through  the  Department.

Mental  Defectives.  Two  males  end  5 females  were  added  to  the  Register.  Five 
males  were  removed  from  the  register.  The  total  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  vjas  72  males  and  77  females.  Of  these,  60  were  in  Institutions,  lO 
on  licence  from  Institutions,  7 under  Guardianship,  and  72  under  Supervision.
